At Alv ord, in W ise cou nty , carload

v alley , which has no garden p rodu ce 
du ring tin* hot months. The same p lan 
will Is* tried this y ear, and arrange­ 
ment* hav e also Inv n m ade for m a r­ 
keting tomatoes, in which there is a 
large acreage in the Alv ord v icinity . 
Thu s two commu nities in Northwest 
Tex as hav e gone briskly ahead and 
accomp lished more along the line of 
marketing in one y ear than Wichita 
Falls has done in the nine y ears sine** 
Lake Kemp lieeame a reality . 
These 
commu nities will p robably encou nter 
some difficu lties, will p robably make 
some mistakes, l>efore their marketing 
sy stems fu nction to tin* satisfaction of 
ev ery body . 
They will hav e to deal 
with tin* farm er who thinks he ou ght 
to got top p rices for low grade p ro­ 
du ce, with tin* farm er who giv es no 
attention to the m anner in which the 
v egetables an* p rep ared for ship ment. 
Bu t. whatev er obstacles are encou nt­ 
ered at first, Bowie and Alv ord will 
lie fu rther along on the way to the 
right solu tion than Wichita Falls is:

I fooled along, not seeming to see 
him,

notion was for doing it, and it wasn t 
long until I found out by his moxes 
that he intended to get close enougn 
to kill me, after assuring h im self*that 
I Was ignorant of his pursuit.

It didn’t take me a minute to whirl 
my horse’s head and take alter him. 
Maybe you think I dido t inn the lib 
out of him until he turned into the 
brush on the creek to get away. I hen 
I decided that I would 
let him go,
